I Syd Alberta. 

(Forts, fra forrige nr.) 

Vi mødtes ved Duchess av Past. Walker 
som betjener en stor del av syd Alberta. 
Han har vundet en varm plads i folkets 
hjerte ved sit utrettelige arbeide at række 
dem, og ofte i vintertiden gaar tilfods til 
Idessleigh og Jenner og tilbage til Duchess. 
Der er ingen organisert menighet her men 
han har reguler gudstjeneste i Clency sko¬ 
len. og en tysk Luthersk former-kone hol¬ 
der en trivelig søndagskole gaaende. Ef¬ 
ter formiddag mødet blev vi servert middag 
ude paa den pene “lawn” hos Grosfields, 
og saa havde vi et program ud i det fri 
paa eftermiddagen. Der var noksaa mange 
folk tilstede, ogsaa flere fra Enchant med 
deres kor som sang baade paa norsk og en¬ 
gelsk. Det var en glæde at høre paa det¬ 
te lille kor av bare ni sangere, flere av 
dem eldre folk. En student som arbeidet 
i Claresholm sfrøget i sommer, Mr. Berg, 
gav en inspirerende tale over Martha og 
Maria, som var en god indledneng for 
K. W. F. saken, og jeg var glad over at 
faa anledning der efter at tale over for¬ 
bundets arbeide. Jeg opmuntret dem at 
begynde med en kvindeforening her, omend 
folket er spredte, fordi her bruges “irriga- 
tion”, og jeg tror en god Menighed kun¬ 
de oparbeides her. Jeg gav ut en del 
K. W. F. literatur og talte med flere av 
kvinderne efter møtet. 

Søndagsaften reiste vi med Walker til 
Idessliegh, hvor der endnu holdes gaaende 
en liten Menighet og kvindeforening. Un¬ 
der møtet gik lampene ut og jeg talte i 
Mørket men efterpaa blev vi alle bedt op 
til Mrs. Carl 01sen’s og der fik jeg an¬ 
ledning at hilse paa kvinderne og tale med 
dem. Natten tilbragte vi hos Mrs. Stenes, 
paa et moderne farm hjem men omringet 
med slige graa tørkete bakker, at jeg hav¬ 
de lyst at flytte det pene hjem nordover 
paa grønt gres. Neste morgen kjørte vi 
nogle faa mil ned til de berømte “Bad 
Lands”, hvor omtrent det eneste grønne 
som vokser er kaktus, og saa hvor de store 
forhistoriske “dinosours” har været tat ud; 
og derefter reiste vi avsted til Jenner i en 
forferdelig støvstorm. Jeg besøgte der Mrs. 
Skrigerskov, en dansk medlem av en kvin¬ 
deforening av seks, som endnu eksisterer 
der. Utenom Walkers besøk har de ingen 
kontakt med kirken. Der er ingen søn¬ 
dagskole av nogen slags i byen. Jeg haa- 
ber vi kan bevare denne forening for vor 
kirke og at de faa norske som lever der 
vil begynde at undervise sine barn hjemme 
i Lutherske bøger. Efter kaffe og “lunch” 
medens støvet faldt i driver ind over gul¬ 
vet, foretog vi os tilbagereisen til Duchess, 
men støvet var saa tykt vi kjørte som i 
mørke. Der var et par mil som det var 
umuligt at se nogenting og min mand maat- 
te aapne vinduet, og med sit hoved uden- 
for, prøve og kjøre ved at sigte efter vei¬ 
kanten. Det var et under at ingen ulyk¬ 
ke hendte, fordi vi mødte en bil, og kjør¬ 
te forbi en anden som sad fast i støv dri¬ 
verne. Naar vi endelig kom tilbage til 
Grosfields var vi taknemmelig over at bli 
budt in for at vaske os og faa aftensmad. 

Vi skjiltes fra Past. Walker i Brooks, 
Mandags kveld og tænkte os til Travers den 
aften, men efter at have kjørt et par timer, 
og der var ingen by eller “camp-grounds” 
at se, stanset vi paa veikanten og gik til 
sengs. Neste morgen fandt vi ud at vi 
var ni mil nord fra Travers. Vi reiste 
Enchant forbi bordi jeg hadde truffet dem 
paa Søndag. Rundt omkring var der in¬ 
gen avling at se, men allesteds. “Russian 
thistle.” Flere aar tilbage naar de fik 
regn her, blev nok folk rige over natten 
saa at sige, men nu sidder mange falitt. 
Mange har mistet modet og flyttet ud, an¬ 
dre venter nesten haabløst paa en avling 
til. Men naar vi kom saa langt som Cham¬ 
pion var de i fuld sving med harvesten og 
derfra hett hjem, ligedan. 

I Granum besøgte vi Anton Linds, hvis 
bror vi ogsaa besøgte i Peace River ifjor- 
høst naar jeg var der oppe for K.M.F. Vi 
stanset her over natten og nødt deres gjest¬ 
frihet. Der er kvindeforening og kirke ud 
paa landet her, og dog landskapet er rigt, 
er der ikke regelmessig betjening, ikke kor 
eller ungdomsforening. Hvad synes at 
trenges alt over er vekkelse, ogsaa i Cla- 
risholn' hvor der er hundreder av norske 
folk omkring, men yderst faa gaar til den 
pene store kirke i byen. Der er kvinde¬ 
forening men Ingen Luthersk søndagskole. 


Flere folk har gaaet over til andre sam¬ 
fund og mange gaar ikke til nogen kirke; 
og vi har mistet største delen av folket paa 
grund av uregelmessig betjening. Jeg be¬ 
søgte Mrs. Nelsen, Mrs. Fredrikson og Mrs. 
Ronning, og sidst nævnte var saa glad jeg 
kunde prate paa norsk med hende at hun 
kogte kaffe førend vi tog avsted for Cal- 
gary Onsdag aften. 

Det lykkes ikke at faa et møde i Cal- 
gary men jeg besøgte Mrs. Foss formand 
for Kvindeforeningen og lovde at komme 
igjen engang og tale til dem alle. Fordi 
det norske sproget er brugt har ikke K. 
M.F. blit meget kjendt, men jeg haaber 
nu det nye norske literatur er udkommet, 
at de vil bli meget intreseret. Der er en¬ 
gelsk søndagskole og har en aktiv kvinde¬ 
forening skjønt der er ikke paa langt nær 
saa mange medlemmer som før; og de sy¬ 
nes Ikke de kan støtte egen prest i frem¬ 
tiden. Vi sad og pratet indtil lugten av 
brendt guldrot trengte ind, og naar jeg 
fulgte efter Mrs. Foss udi kjøkkenet for 
at undskylde mig og si farvel, satte hun 
ogsaa kaffen paa og mente jeg skulde ha 
for-middags lunch. 

Saa hadde vi en koselig stund sammen 
førend jeg tog paa hjemvei. Førend vi 
reiste fra byen, stanset vi og hilset paa 
Past. Holm og hustru som hadde just kom¬ 
met tilbage fra en tur til Glendon. De 
er nu reist til Staterne hvor han har antat 
kald. Jeg haaber det blir ikke længe førend 
de faar prest igjen i Calgary. 

Vi kom hjem Fredags morgen og fandt 
alt vel hjemme. Vi hadde en intressant 
tur, men jeg følte tret og nedstemt over 
alle de problemer vor kirke har i syd Al¬ 
berta. Jeg haaber at eftersom K.M.F. ar¬ 
beide blir kjendt og de faar evne og vilje 
at hjelpe til, vil byrden lettes for vort kir¬ 
kefolk dernede. Vi kan bare be at Guds 
navn maa ophøies og hans sag fremmes i- 
blandt vort Lutherske folk ogsaa der.

Naar vidnesbyr¬ 
det fortrenges og bare den objektive side 
holdes frem da er der fare at det blir til 
formkristendom some bygger paa boksta¬ 
ven og glemmer aanden. Paa den anden 
side, naar forkyndelsen gaar op i en uav- 
ladelig subjektivitet saa der fare at man 
bygger paa oplevelse uten den solide grund- 
vold i Guds ord. Guds ord er nyttig til 
lerdom, til overbevisning, til retledning, til 
optugtelse i referdighet.

Can Outlook College meet the 
Demands of Modern Youth?

In the second issue for November of 
Hyrden there is an article by Mr. Lloyd H. 
Slind of Maple Creek entitled, What of 
Outlook College? It breathes love and 
loyalty towards Outlook College and hope 
for her future, even though the new school 
must in his opinion be “re-organized” 
college. 

It is heartening to the older friends and 
supporters of the institution to read such a 
warm testimony from a graduate of the 
school, and it is certainly encouraging to 
be assured that many former students and 
graduates now stand ready to lend their 
hands and their minds to the task of re- 
opening and “re-enervating” the old college. 

If Outlook is to re-open it needs to enlist 
the support of hundreds of young people 
who have been students of the institution, 
especially those who now are in positions 
of leadership as teachers in high scools and 
public schools of the province. They should 
be urged to help direct the campaign for 
funds; they should be well represented on 
the board of directors, and in the near 
future they must assume the greater part 
of the responsibility for the operation of the 
college. 

It is to be expected that there will be 
differences of opinion between the old and 
the young. Indeed many readers of Hyrden 
will take exception to some statements ap- 


pearing in Mr. Slind’s article. It will come 
as a surprise to many readers that “we look 
at it with mediaeval eyes, expecting our 
boys and girls to grow up into sternfaced 
nuns and monks.” 

Nevertheless, the writer is right in urging 
that a church college should endeavor to 
lead its students into the fulness of life. The 
more idealistic the philosophy of life and 
the more inspiration is drawn from sources 
and civilizations of the distant past, the 
more in danger is such a school of losing 
contact with modern life and its problems. 
In our zeal to enlist our youth for the King¬ 
dom of Heaven we must not forget that 
they are also to be prepared for another 
kingdom where they have to work and eat 
and clothe themselves and “cope with the 
problems of today.” 

When, however, we attempt to translate 
Mr. Slind’s ideas, which are stated ab- 
stractly, into a concrete program ,for a 
churchcollege, we are up against great and 
serious difficulties. There is for instance 
the problem of finance. A church college 
is financed by the combined income of tui- 
tion fees and church appropriation. In a 
good shool the income from student fees 
should not exceed one half the total income. 
Now a student buys an education about the 
same way he would buy any other com- 
modity. He wants the college education 
having the greatest commercial value for the 
least cash outlay, and only the studies re- 
quired for a diploma or certificate are there- 
fore considered to constitute the education 
for which he is willing to pay. He may 
have other interests, and may want to engage 
in “social and sport activities”, he may 
want to study many “modern problems” 
but the average student can not offord to 
pay for it. If a college, there fore is really 
to meet the demands of “modern youth” 
by broadening its curriculum and by in- 
creasing the number of its extra-curricular 
activities the subsidy needs to be increased 
even beyond one half of the total income. 

But instead to increasing its subsidy to 
allow for such expansion the church is more 
inclined to curtail it. And apparantly for 
good reasons. First, because the more a 
church college énters upon a program of 
secularization, or, if you will, of humaniza- 
tion, the more it enters into competition with 
the state-supported colleges and universities. 
Secoundly, the more a church school enters 
into this competition the less it succeeds in 
carrying out the specifically Christian pro¬ 
gram: the teaching of Christianity, the 
training of lay workers for the church and 
the recruiting of students for the ministry. 

Back of this disagreement as to what con- 
stitutes an adequate program for a Christian 
college there is the still more fundamental 
question, What is the aim of a Christian 
college? One school of thought emphasises 
the teaching of Christianity in theory and 
practice. The theory involves extensive 


study of the Bible and the Church Fathers 
and the knowledge thus acquired is to be 
illustrated by example and in practice. But 
it is especially after the course is finished, 
out in the work-a-day world, that the 
acquired Christian theory is to be put into 
practice. The student who has really 
grasped the spirit of Christianity will then 
be able to express it in his daily life. 
Whether he becomes rich or poor, whether 
he succeeds or fails in his profession, is then 
of secondary importance, as his entire life 
is merely an extended course in the school 
of life which is to prepare him for the 
Future Life. 

Opposed to this school of thought is an¬ 
other which we might perhaps call the hu- 
manistic. It denies that the chief purpose 
of the present is to prepare for the future. 
A college course is not to be justified by 
what a student can do after he has left 
college, but by what he is doing while he 
is there. A Christian college should there- 
fore aim to give its students a richer, fuller 
and more satisfying life while he is at school, 
rather than helping him to store up pro- 
visions for the future. In short, to this 
school of thought college life is first and 
foremost life. Life at college must there- 
fore not become artificial; the students 
must not become hot-house plants, too ten- 
der to stand transplanting. The atmosphere 
of the college must be as nearly as possible 
the atmosphere of the world without. The 
college is Christian beacause the students 
learn to live this mortal life as a Christian 
should. Christianity has to him become 
chiefly an art to be practiced, and he finds 
that it can be practiced with less theoretical 
knowledge than was once thought possible. 

If Outlook College is to be re-opened it 
must be upon a basis broad enough to allow 
both schools of thought within her college 
walls. The church must be broad enough 
to tolerate many studies and student ac¬ 
tivities that have no direct connection with 
the work of the church; yea, more than 
tolerate, it must be willing to put its money 
into the promotion of it. On the other hand, 
the humanistic group must remember that 
Christianity is a science to be learned as 
well as to be lived, and it is necessary that 
some members of the church study it rather 
deeply. 

Historically the church college has al- 
ways had a two-fold aim which is most 
briefly expressed by the motto: For Chris¬ 
tianity and Culture”. Of late years voices 
clamoring for a separation of the two have 
been heard both inside and outside the 
church. If this separatist movement suc¬ 
ceeds the church college is doomed. The 
church will then con fine itself to a narrow 
school program similar to that of the mo¬ 
dern Bible school, in addition to the Sunday 
school and the Seminary; and the state 
schools will do all the rest. 


Latest News from China. 

The reports from our mission field in 
China continue to be favorable. Directly 
north of our district lies the field of the 
Augustana Synod. Their superintendent, 
the Rev. J. L. Benson, gives us a glimpse 
of the conditions on their field: 

We are making Hsiichang our center. 
Loyang is forbidden. The hospital is now 
just about ready for use. We expect to 
dedicate it soon. It is a mighty fine build- 
ing. A real joy to behold. Wish you 
could be with us for the dedication; but, 
undoubtedly you think China is a good 
place to stay away from right now. How¬ 
ever, we are so thankful as long as we can 
stay on and be of a little comfort and help 
to these oppressed Chinese. I f they ever 
needed friends it is now. Why is it the 
West and even America seems to indif¬ 
ferent to this terrible crime now being per- 
petrated? 

Our schools in Hsiichang are opening and 
going on as before. So is the evangelistic 
work. No hindrance put forward. We 
know not how long, if the pressure from the 
north continuese. Our times are in His hand 
and we are content, glad for each day that 
we can work and serve. 

The Chinese are very friendly, govern¬ 
ment officials and the rank and file show 
the friendliest spirit. I surely feel like tak- 
ing off my hat to the Chinese, the way they 
are facing this, the greatest crisis of all. If 
they can keep this up, no power in the 
world can conquer them. 

I trust all true mission friends at home 
are praying these days.

and young, invited, and a bountiful lunch 
the main attraction. 

2. Grade School Programs—Numerous, 
unrelated “recitations” and “musical num- 
bers” with no central theme or purposeful 
motive. 

3. Haphazard Type—No one, not even 
the president, seems to know quite what is 
going to be on the program until it begins. 
No preparation is evident. Sometimes a 
good discussion may miraculously develop, 
but not often. 

4. Parrot Type—Better Leagues is 
Used but the material is merely read from 
it, word-for-word. Leaguers have not made 
an attempt to study the material, add their 
own thoughts, and present it all in their own 
words. 

The Every-Member-Plan with which 
every local should now be familiar should, 
to a great extent, help to produce good pro¬ 
grams. It is important that each committee 
is willing to do some real hard work in pre- 
paring the program. Only when this is 
done will the programs bring inspiration 
and edification to those who attend, and 
also those who take part. The committee 
arranging the program holds an important 
place in League work. It should be con- 
sidered a privilege to serve in this way, and 
it should be done with utmost care—not 
forgetting that prayer must be amphasized. 


Serve Him Well.

Week 
by week we should lay aside a portion of 
that which He has given us and dedicate 
it to His service. We serve Him well as 
we share these gifts with Him week by 
week. Thinking and thanking God we will 
walk with Him day by day, knowing that 
He is our heavenly Father, and we are His 
children.
